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ISDH reports two local COVID-19 deaths 


For the first time, 

the state makes data 
on specific long-term 
care facilities available

On Wednesday, the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) reported two addi- 
tional local COVID-19-re- 
lated deaths, bringing Wa- 
bash County’s total to five. 

Also on Wednesday, the 
ISDH reported an addition- 
al local positive COVID-19 
case, bringing Wabash 
County’s total to 171, with 


3,370 tests. The local sev- 
en-day positivity rate as of 
Wednesday, Aug. 5, was 5 
percent. 

On Thursday, the ISDH re- 
ported eight additional local 
positive COVID-19 cases, 
bringing Wabash County’s 
total to 179, with 3,420 tests. 
The local seven-day positiv- 
ity rate as of Thursday, Aug. 
6, was 5.7 percent. 

On Friday, the ISDH re- 
ported another additional 
local positive COVID-19 
case, bringing Wabash 
County’s total to 180, with 
3,435 tests. The local sev- 
en-day positivity rate as of 
Friday, Aug. 7, was 5.7 per- 
cent. 


“Although we continue to 
gather and analyze data, we 
do not have test data broken 
down by retests or false pos- 
itives. Indiana reports ‘total 
people tested, which means 
our test data reflects unique 
individuals, even though an 
individual may have been 
tested more than once,” said 
Megan Wade-Taxter, media 
relations coordinator. 


Long-term care facility 
data now available 


On Wednesday, ISDH an- 
nounced they were, for the 
first time, making data on 
specific long-term care fa- 
cilities in the state available. 


However, if there were less 
than five cases in that facil- 
ity, no further information 
would be available. The data 
will be updated at noon each 
Wednesday. 

“It has taken some time 
to arrive at this point, but 
we're pleased that Hoo- 
siers finally have access to 
this data. Transparency has 
never been more critical, 
and this dashboard can be 
an important tool for both 
Hoosier families deciding 
on care for their loved ones, 
and for local leaders decid- 
ing on the deployment of 
critical resources like PPE 
and testing,’ stated Sar- 
ah Waddle, AARP Indiana 


state director. “As we have 
seen since the state began 
releasing the preliminary 
numbers last month, there 
are more COVID-19 relat- 
ed deaths linked to long- 
term care facilities than 
previously reported. While 
these increases can be at- 
tributed to including earlier 
data from more facilities, 
the fact remains that long- 
term care residents and staff 
now make up more than 60 
percent of COVID-19 re- 
lated deaths in Indiana. By 
releasing the facility-level 
data, we’re finally getting an 
accurate picture of what has

Masks distributed 
quickly 


The masks came from the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (HHS) to 
give out to help protect in- 
dividuals from COVID-19. 

Gray said he received an 
email informing him they 
were available on a first 
request to receive while 
supplies last, to be handed 
out to anyone and or orga- 
nization. 

“They were not to be 
sold,” said Gray. 

Gray said the WCUF 
sent the information out 
to the community about 
their availability during the 
week of July 20. 

They didn’t last long. 

“They were gone in four 
days,” said Gray. “I con- 
tacted them to see if I could 
get more. No more avail- 
able.” 

The masks were 100 
percent cotton, exclusive 
of trim which contains 7 
percent spandex. They in- 
cluded silver and copper 
in the fabric and could be 
machine washed up to 15 
times before discarding. 

“These face masks are 
meant to be distributed to 
people that would not have

Draper said the deadline 
for petitions to be submitted 
is noon, Friday, Aug. 21. 


Candidates 
who have filed 


On Tuesday, Aug. 4, Tere- 
sa Ehret, deputy of elections 
and voter registration at the 
Wabash County Clerk’s Of- 
fice, said they had received 
their first school board pe- 
tition and it has been certi- 
fied. The first applicant was 
Kevin Bowman for the MSD 
South position. Bowman is 


currently the board’s vice 
president. 

On Tuesday, Aug. 11, Ehret 
said they received a second 
application, this time from 
Robert Bucher, who will 
be running for MCS Board 
Town District (Chester 3, 4, 
5, 6). Bucher is not currently 
a board member. 


Filing requirements 
According to Indiana 
Codes 20-23, IC 20-23-6 and 
IC 20-23-9 stipulate the pro- 
cedures for selecting school 
board members are usually 
outlined in the “school cor- 


poration organization plan 
adopted by the school cor- 
poration during the school 
consolidation process of the 
1950s and 1960s and as sub- 
sequently amended.” 

MSD seats up for election 
include: One or two from 
the South district may be 
elected. One from Northeast 
and one from the Northwest 
district may be elected for a 
total of three seats. 

MCS seats up for election: 
One member is elected from 
each district. The districts 
are Chester 1 and 2, Pleasant 
Township and the Town of 


North Manchester. 

The requirements for MSD 
and Manchester Community 
Schools (MCS) include: 

MSD of Wabash County re- 
quires 12 valid signatures, and 
they must be signed by a reg- 
istered voter within the district 
the candidate is running. 

MCS requires 10 signa- 
tures, and they must be 
signed by any registered 
voter residing in the MCS 
district.

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Indiana Election Commission 
stalemates on vote-by-mail issue

INDIANAPOLIS — The 
Indiana Election Commission 
deadlocked Friday on wheth- 
er to let all residents vote by 
mail due to the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

During a virtual commis- 
sion meeting, the four-person 
board was split along party 
lines on a proposal that would 
allow all voters to cast a ballot 
by mail in November. 

Generally, the state’s voters 
must provide an accepted and 
specific reason to use an ab- 
sentee ballot, including being 
over age 65, residing outside 
of the country or having to 
work while the polls are open. 
Under the stay-at-home or- 
der in June, those exceptions 
were lifted, allowing anyone 


the option to vote by mail. 

For now, however, Indiana 
remains one of nine states that 
don’t have no-excuse-needed 
absentee voting for the No- 
vember election. 

Anthony Long, a Democrat 
on the commission, argued a 
vote-by-mail expansion for 
this year’s General Election is 
necessary given the continued 
course of the pandemic. He 
also cited a recent letter from 
State Schools Superintendent 
Jennifer McCormick that sug- 
gests polling places should 
not be located in schools for 
health concerns. Last week, 
McCormick called for ex- 
panded vote-by-mail for that 
reason. 

More than 37,000 absentee 
ballot applications have been 
submitted already, Long said. 
At this time in 2016, there 


e raat 
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were just 109. 

“People should not have to 
make a choice between risk- 
ing their health and exercising 
their right to vote,’ Long said. 

But Republican members 
of the commission opposed 
making that change. 

Chairman Paul Okeson said 
it’s still “premature” to make 
any decisions about voting in 
the general election, adding 
that the commission should 
instead await the outcome 
of several federal lawsuits 
seeking to order the state to 
expand absentee ballot eligi- 
bility. 

Okeson’s argument echoes 
that of Gov. Eric Holcomb, 
who has maintained in recent 
weeks that there are enough 
early votng options and that 
in-person voting would be 
safe in November. 

“Folks need to understand 
that it is safe to vote,’ Hol- 
comb said Aug. 5. “There are 
a lot of people out and about 
... they’re doing it safely, and 
we can vote safely in person, 
as well.” 

The governor said he won’t 
decide otherwise on mail-in 
voting until a federal judge 
issues an opinion on whether 
the state’s election law allow- 
ing some but not all registered 
voters to vote by mail violates 
the Constitution. He antic- 
ipates that decision around 
Labor Day. 

Holcomb did not immedi- 
ately comment on Friday’s 
Election Commission vote. 

Democratic commission 
member Suzannah Wilson 
Overholt argued that mem- 
bers of the board need to be 
make a decision now to give 
the U.S. Postal Service and 
county election offices time 
to prepare.

Comfort and simplicity: 
Breadcrumbs and water

When the world is spin- 
ning and things feel out 
of control, the simplest of 
rituals are often the most 
comforting. This includes 
the manner in which we 
eat. Uncomplicated and re- 
sourceful meals are sooth- 
ing and rewarding. It’s not 
necessary to deliberately 
skimp, but to use simple, 
minimal ingredients with 
little waste; ingredients that 
are easily purchased or un- 
earthed in our kitchens. 

This ethos is present in 
the following recipe, which 
takes inspiration from the 
most basic yet tastiest Ital- 
ian pasta dishes. Aglio e 
Olio is a humble Napoli 
dish consisting of pasta, ol- 


ive oil, cheese and dried red ® 


chili flakes, glistening with 
reserved pasta water. 

If you haven’t added pasta 
water to your kitchen tool- 
box, then it’s time you did. 
The cooking water is loaded 
with starch and salt, and is 
a wonderful way to loosen 
a sauce or moisten noodles. 
This nifty, no-cost byprod- 
uct of the cooking process 
is best added in the last few 
minutes of preparing the 
dish. 

Another ingredient in this 
dish with humble Italian 
roots is breadcrumbs. Pasta 
con la mollica is a south- 
ern Italian dish in which 
breadcrumbs are considered 
part of the cucina povera — 
the “poor man’s cooking.” 
It may sound redundant 
to add bread to pasta, but 
well-toasted breadcrumbs 
are a fabulous flavor carrier 
and a resourceful way to use 
not-so-fresh bread. And like

most dishes born of mod- 
est origins, it translates to 
a timeless and comforting 
dinner classic. 

To this recipe, I add fresh 
arugula, simply wilted by 
the heat of the cooked pasta, 
and bacon, arguably another 
resourceful and economical 
food. After all, who can say 
no to bacon? 


Spaghetti With 
Bacon and Arugula 


Active Time: 30 minutes 


Total Time: 30 minutes

8 ounces thick-cut bacon,

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1/2 teaspoon dried red chili 
flakes, or more to taste

Heat a skillet over me- 
dium-high heat. Add the 
bacon and fry until the fat 
renders and the bacon is 
crisp, 6 to 8 minutes.

Heat the oil in a large, 
deep skillet over medium 
heat. Add the garlic and 
chili flakes and saute until 
aromatic, about 1 minute. 
Add the drained pasta, 1/2 
cup of the reserved water 
and the remaining 1 cup 
cheese, stirring and toss- 
ing constantly to melt the 
cheese and evenly coat the 
pasta. (If the pasta is too 
sticky, add additional water 
to moisten.) 

Remove the skillet from 
the heat and add the ba- 
con, arugula and half of 
the breadcrumb mixture. 
Stir to combine and slight- 
ly wilt the arugula. Serve 
immediately with the re- 
maining breadcrumbs for 
sprinkling.

t would have been disappointing 
but understandable if Biden had 
dismissed the highly qualified Harris 

as his running mate. She had also 
sought the nomination, and during 
the course of the primary she harshly 
criticized Biden’s position on busing 
to integrate schools and other racial 
justice issues. Before one CNN 
debate, Biden quipped, “Go easy 

on me, kid.” She didn’t. That’s not 
Harris’ style; she’s been a prosecutor 
for most of her professional life, not 
a therapist. 

For this, Biden aides reportedly 
tried to block her selection as vice 
president, suggesting she lacked suf- 
ficient loyalty and deference and had 
too much ambition to make a good 
sidekick. And if Biden won, critics 
warned, she might spend most of her 
time in the West Wing preparing to 
run for president. That’s an absurd 
reason to reject a candidate. The 
vice presidential spot has always 
been seen as a launching pad for the 
presidency; it’s not like veeps have a 
whole lot else to do. 

Besides, isn’t ambition something 
you want in a leader? Or is that a 
trait admirable only in men? Indeed, 
Harris is ambitious. She had to be 
to overcome the obstacles she faced 
as both a woman and a person of 
color (her mother is from India and 
her father is Jamaican). And Harris 
didn’t just advance, she pioneered. 
She is the state’s first Black district 
attorney, the first woman to serve as 
California’s attorney general and the 


second Black woman to serve as a 
U.S. senator. 

Now, she’s the first woman of color 
to join the Democratic presidential 
ticket. 

As Biden heads into the most 
consequential president election in 
modern history, he sees what we do: 
Harris has a lot to offer the cam- 
paign and the ticket beyond being a 
symbol. 

For one thing, Harris brings an 
unusual blend of social justice pro- 
gressiveness and law-and-order con- 
servatism. She has a long career of 
fighting to protect the downtrodden 
and looking for ways to reform the 
criminal justice system while still 
locking up plenty of the proverbial 
bad guys. She’s gone after for-profit 
colleges and the mortgage industry 
when they preyed upon her constitu- 
ents. She’s outspoken (at least when 
she wants to be) on issues she cares 
about, will not be cowed by bully- 
ing, and is not afraid of being seen 
as overly aggressive, which can be 
a career killer for women. Just ask 
Hillary Clinton. 

Her debating skills are not in 
doubt, as Biden well knows from 
personal experience. After seeing 
her recent exchange with Senate col- 
league John Cornyn (R-Texas) over 
a police reform bill, we look forward 
to watching Harris go head to head 
with Vice President Mike Pence in 
the fall. 

As any elected official with a long 
record of service, Harris has had 


missteps along with the successes. 
She pushed some policies as a pros- 
ecutor that were harmful, such as 
her wrong-headed if well-intended 
campaign to curtail truancy, which 
fell particularly hard on low-income 
families and communities of color. 
(In her defense, Harris saw chronic 
truancy as a theft of a child’s future 
prosperity.) The offices she led 
sometimes made the wrong deci- 
sions in specific cases. 

Our chief criticism of her over the 
years has been her aversion to taking 
firm positions on controversial top- 
ics, including some that should have 
been in her wheelhouse when she 
was attorney general. For example, 
when California voters were consid- 
ering a major criminal justice reform 
initiative in 2014 to reduce certain 
non-violent felonies to misdemean- 
ors, Harris refused to take a stand on 
it or distance herself from the law 
enforcement community’s fear-mon- 
gering. The initiative passed anyway. 

That tendency carried on to some 
extent in the presidential primary 
campaign, when Harris took safe 
and seemingly malleable stances on 
some major issues, such as enacting 
Medicare for all and allowing felons 
to vote. That’s not a deal breaker 
for a vice presidential nominee, but 
presidential candidates must be clear 
on their positions. Win or lose in No- 
vember, Harris has at least four years 
to get that right.

Americans have managed through sudden and 
comprehensive disruption - just look at 1942 


¢ ar, like every other human ail- 
ment, tends to leave the body 
politic folded along ancient creases 
and festering old sores.” 
— W.E.B. Du Bois 
Few Americans have memories of 
the only year in U.S. history compa- 
rable to 2020 for sudden and com- 
prehensive disruption of Americans’ 
lives. To place today’s myriad social 
traumas and disloca- 


George tions in perspective, 
Will read Tracy Campbell’s 
“The Year of Peril: 
America in 1942.” 
Pearl Harbor had 


catapulted the nation 
into total war when 
just two years earlier 
its army was smaller 
than Portugal’s, and 
its population was so 
ravaged by malnutrition and negligi- 
ble health care during the Depression 
that half of the Army’s first recruits 
were deemed unfit. The armed forces 
— and blood supplies — would remain 
racially segregated, although in 1940 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
told civil rights leader A. Philip Ran- 
dolph that African Americans could 
be musicians on Navy ships “because 
they’re darned good at it.” 

The saccharine myth that “every- 
thing changed” in a nation united by 
the sense of “all being in this togeth- 
er” was belied by lynchings and vio- 
lent killings, such as that in Sikeston, 
Missouri, of an African American 
accused of assaulting a white woman. 

After he was tied by his feet to a 
truck and dragged to his death, the 
local newspaper said this would “‘pro- 
tect the wives of soldier boys.” When 
some black soldiers in Oklahoma 
City were forced to ride on segregated 
trains for 24 hours without food while 
white soldiers were fed, an indignant 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover inves- 
tigated the African American who 


reported this. In the epicenter of the 
Arsenal of Democracy, aka Detroit, ri- 
oting, gun-toting whites persuaded the 
city to rethink integration of public 
housing. 

In California, Gen. John “A Jap is 
a Jap” DeWitt said of the 112,000 
Japanese Americans on the West 
Coast, “There are indications these 
are organized and ready for concerted 
operation.” The indications were the 
absence of indications. This, DeWitt 
said, indicated secret plotting, so these 
Americans were sent to concentration 
camps. Including Fred Korematsu, 
who had tried to enlist. His challenge 
to internment reached the Supreme 
Court, where he lost. In 2018, the 
court repudiated this decision. 

In 1942, in New Haven, Connecti- 
cut, Anne Miller, having developed 
a blood infection after a miscarriage, 
became the first person successfully 
treated with penicillin. By 1945, U.S. 
pharmaceutical companies were pro- 
ducing 650 billion units of it a month. 

In 2020, vilification of such com- 
panies has paused, presumably to be 
resumed after they find a COVID-19 
vaccine. 

In 1942, the War Production Board 
banned cuffs and pleats on men’s 
trousers to save cloth. Daylight saving 
time became a national law in order 
to save 736 million kilowatt hours of 
electricity. Rationing of gasoline, au- 
tomobile tires, sugar, coffee and much 
else impended, but Congress, which 
never misses an opportunity to miss 
the point, voted itself pensions. After 
two months of hearing the vox of an 
unamused populi, it repealed them. 

Tracy Campbell, a University of 
Kentucky historian, says that in 
1942 the War Rumor Project “began 
systematically monitoring Ameri- 
cans,” relying on “barbers, bartenders, 
doctors, hairdressers, police officers, 
and drugstore owners to eavesdrop on 
their neighbors.” Many rumors arose 


from preexisting prejudices: A poll 
found that 42 percent of Americans 
thought “Jews have too much power 
and influence.” 

When a foolhardy regent suggested 
canceling the University of Geor- 
gia’s football season, Gov. Eugene 
Talmadge (D) said that before doing 
that, they would try “putting our 
debutantes to hoeing potatoes.” The 
Bulldogs won the national champi- 
onship. 

Seventy-eight years later, some 
football factories, aka universities, 
might be more apt to have football 
Saturdays than weekday classes. 

Few debutantes but many other 
women powered war production in 
places such as Ford’s plant in Willow 
Run, Michigan, which eventually 
assembled a B-24 bomber every hour. 
An economic “stabilization” law 
partially exempted health benefits 
from restrictions on “wages,” thereby 
decisively shaping today’s health-care 
system, which is centered on employ- 
er-provided insurance. 

In 1942’s off-year elections, the 
president’s party took a drubbing. 
James Farley, former chairman of the 
Democratic Party, said: “The Amer- 
ican people just got a little tired of 
being pushed around.” 

Disrupting crises can be history’s 
accelerants. In January 1942, in the 
Philippines, the U.S. Army conducted 
the last mounted cavalry charge in 
U.S. history. In December, beneath 
the University of Chicago’s foot- 
ball stands, there occurred the first 
sustained nuclear chain reaction, a 
harbinger of nuclear weapons. 

On New Year’s Eve, FDR watched a 
not-yet-released movie, “Casablanca.” 
Eleven days later, he became the first 
president to leave the country during 
wartime, going to meet Winston 
Churchill in Casablanca.

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We must have no-excuse 
absentee voting 


What do Donald Trump, 
Mike Pence, Eric Holcomb 
and all deployed members of 
the U.S. military have in com- 
mon? 

They all voted absentee by 
mail in 2018. 

COVID-19 cases are surging 
across the United States, and 
Indiana is no exception. Just 
last week, Indiana broke the 
record for new daily cases 
three days in a row. National 
Institute for Allergy and Infec- 
tious Diseases director Dr. 
Anthony Fauci warned that the 
Midwest is poised for a steep 
increase if we aren’t careful. 

Make no mistake: COVID- 
19 isn’t going away any time 
soon. It will still be here for 
our November election. 

When COVID-19 first hit 
near the beginning of the year, 
Indiana’s leaders quickly came 
together to ensure all Hoosiers 
would be able to cast their 
ballots safely by mail in the 
primary election, and it was a 
great success. 

Over half a million Hoo- 
siers voted by mail in this 
year’s primary. That’s over 70 
percent of how many people 
voted total in the 2018 pri- 
maries. If we allow voters to 
cast their ballots by no-excuse 
absentee ballot this fall, we are 
sure to see that trend of high 
voter turnout continue. Hoo- 
siers from all political beliefs 
believed that voting absentee 
was the best and safest thing 
to do during a pandemic. 

This isn’t just about the safe- 
ty of voters either. The more 
in-person voting we have, the 
more poll workers we need. 
The average age of Indiana 
poll workers is 72 years old, 
well past Gov. Eric Holcomb’s 
recommendation of caution 
for Hoosiers over the age of 
65. 

Do our Statehouse col- 
leagues across the aisle want 
to risk the lives of our civical- 
ly-minded elderly Hoosiers? 
And if so, why? Just to score 
some political points with 
extremists out of Washington, 
D.C. and mega-donors who 
fund so many of their cam- 
paigns? 

Hoosiers want to vote. We 
want to be involved. Being a 
Hoosier means being actively 
engaged in your community 
and the democratic process. 
Why won’t our state govern- 
ment allow Hoosiers to exer- 
cise this right to vote safely? 

Luckily, voting by mail is 
just as secure as voting in 
person. A recent NPR analy- 
sis found that mail-in voting 
(including absentee voting) 
carries a fraud rate of no more 
than 0.00006 percent. The 
math shows that you are 500 
times more likely to get struck 
by lightning in your lifetime 
than find fraud in a mailed 
ballot. Even Governor Hol- 
comb recently noted that there 
was no fraud in the primary. 
Mail-in voter fraud is scarcer 
than hens’ teeth. 

Countless public gatherings 
have already been canceled 
for fear of increasing the 
spread of the virus. Schools 
are going virtual. It is not safe 
to gather at the polling places. 
Our state’s health officials are 
saying it’s not safe to gather 
en masse anywhere. They are 
encouraging all Hoosiers to 
stay home unless they have to 
leave the house. 

The call for no-excuse 
absentee voting has come 
from all sides, including 
former lieutenant governors 
from both parties. The only 
resistance in our state seems to 
be coming from Republicans 
currently in the Statehouse. 

Our state’s leaders say they 
believe in freedom and the 
sanctity of life. If that’s true, 
why not take such an easy 
step that could save countless 
lives? 

The least we could do right 
now is give Hoosiers the free- 
dom to choose to exercise their 
constitutional right to vote in 
the safest way possible.

IURC ended disconnection 
moratorium effective Friday, Aug. 14 


The order requires 
extended payment 
arrangements be 
offered through Oct. 12

The Indiana Utility 
Regulatory (Commission 
(IURC) on Wednesday an- 
nounced they would not 
be extending the morato- 
rium on utility disconnec- 
tions past Friday, Aug. 14, 
according to Stephanie 
Hodgin, deputy director 
of communications and 
media. 

The IURC issued an Or- 
der on Wednesday in Phase 
1 of its investigation, 
Cause No. 45380, into the 
impact of the novel coro- 
navirus (COVID-19) on 
ratepayers and utilities in 
the state. 

In the order, the Com- 
mission requires all ju- 
risdictional utilities to 
continue to offer extended 
payment arrangements for 
a minimum of six months 
to all customers for an ad- 
ditional 60 days, through 
Oct. 12. 

“While utilities are not 
prohibited from offering, 
and are instead encour- 
aged to offer, payment 
plans that provide for 
payment periods of great- 
er than six months, all 


payment plan offers must 
not unjustly discriminate 
between customers and 
address all arrearages, 
whether from the win- 
ter moratorium or pub- 
lic health emergency, in 
a single payment plan,” 
stated the order. 
Additionally, the Com- 
mission continued to 
suspend the collection of 
certain utility fees by ju- 
risdictional utilities — late 
fees, deposits, and dis- 
connection/reconnection 
fees — for an additional 
60 days, until Oct. 12, for 
residential customers. 
“Utilities may resume 
charging convenience fees 
as outlined in the rates 
and charges established 
in their commission-ap- 
proved tariffs,” said 
Hodgin. “The commission 
continues to expect and 
encourages customers and 
utilities to communicate 
as soon as possible to set 
up payment arrangements 
as necessary so utility ser- 
vice can be maintained.” 
According to the com- 
mission, “under any cir- 
cumstance, especially 
during this extraordinary 
time, we find it is in the 
best interests of both the 
utility and its customers 
that payment arrange- 
ments are entered into for 
the continued provision 
of safe and reliable utility 


service. However, given 
the significant number of 
customers that have not 
yet entered into payment 
arrangements despite the 
increased communica- 
tion about payment plans 
from their utilities, we are 
concerned that residen- 
tial customers, in partic- 
ular, may not enter into 
a payment plan until they 
face actual disconnection. 
And, following discon- 
nection, the requirement 
to pay reconnection fees 
or deposits to restore ser- 
vice will only increase the 
customer’s outstanding 
arrearage, which could al- 
ready be substantial. For 
these reasons, we decline 
to extend beyond Aug. 14 
the prohibition on utility 
service disconnections.” 

Hodgin said as with the 
commission’s June order, 
all jurisdictional utilities 
are authorized to record 
COVID-19 related im- 
pacts directly associated 
with any prohibition on 
utility disconnections, 
collection of certain util- 
ity fees, and the use of ex- 
panded payment arrange- 
ments, for possible future 
cost recovery. 

“We find such action to 
be reasonable and neces- 
sary to protect residential 
customers, many of whom 
may have fallen signifi- 
cantly behind on their 
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utility bills, from incur- 
ring additional costs that 
may prevent them from 
continuing to receive or 
obtaining essential utili- 
ty services and assist the 
utilities in retaining pay- 
ing customers that will 
contribute to funding the 
provision of such utility 
service. Lastly, the Com- 
mission commended the 
jurisdictional utilities’ 
proactive efforts to help 
their customers maintain 
utility service while deal- 
ing with the uncertainty 
of the global pandemic. 
In its Order, the Com- 
mission emphasized the 
importance of utilities co- 
ordinating with customer 
assistance programs and 
services, such as Indiana 
211 and other governmen- 
tal and community orga- 
nizations, and encouraged 
the utilities to collaborate 
with interested stakehold- 
ers to identify other cus- 
tomer assistance practices 
and measures that could 
be implemented by the 
utility. The commission 
also continues to encour- 
age utilities not under its 
jurisdiction to consider 
implementing the practic- 
es provided in the Order, 
given the statewide im- 
pact of COVID-19, said 
Hodgin.

Federal gun violence initiative unveiled in Indianapolis

INDIANAPOLIS — Fed- 
eral agents and resources 
have been sent to Indianap- 
olis to support city police in 
their efforts to curb increas- 
ing gun violence, a senior 
prosecutor said Friday. 

Fifty-seven federal agents 
and investigators will work 
with the Indianapolis Met- 
ropolitan Police Department 
in a 45-day initiative under 
the auspices of Operation 
Legend, which was unveiled

in July in Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, U.S. Attorney Josh J. 
Minkler said during a news 
conference. The initiative 
officially begins Friday. 

The operation also makes 
available $250,000 for Indi- 
anapolis police overtime and 
$25,000 for rewards related 
to tips in unsolved homi- 
cides. 

Minkler said Operation 
Legend is “not a new strat- 
egy” but rather a surge of 
federal resources in direct 
response to the “acute levels 
of gun violence that India- 
napolis is currently experi- 


encing.” Officers will crack 
down on illegal drug and gun 
trafficking and domestic vio- 
lence involving firearms, and 
will track down individuals 
with outstanding warrants. 

The federal agents will fo- 
cus on responding to shoot- 
ing scenes and using bal- 
listic evidence to identify 
and “remove trigger pullers 
from our streets.’ Minkler 
promised prosecutors will 
request federal prison terms 
for those charged with a gun 
crime. 

“There will be no plea bar- 
gains,” he said. 
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The operation is not a re- 
sponse to recent protests 
spurred by the police killing 
of George Floyd, nor is it 
about “swarming neighbor- 
hoods and randomly stop- 
ping and searching innocent 
civilians,’ Minkler said. 

He said Indianapolis has 
recorded 144 homicides in 
2020, which is a 50 percent 
jump from this time last 
year and a continuation of a 
yearslong trend of increas- 
ing gun violence homicides 
in the city. 

“That number is unac- 
ceptable. We have lost too 
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many young people to vio- 
lence,’ Indianapolis Mayor 
Joe Hogsett said at the news 
conference. “Our job is to 
prevent the violence from 
happening in the first place. 
But it will take massive ef- 
forts — both preventative 
and punitive — for us to get 
through this unprecedented 
time.” 

Indianapolis police wel- 
come more federal resourc- 
es, especially as officers 
have been responding to 
increasing numbers of “vi 
olent?” calls, IMPD Chief 
Randal Taylor said. He said 


the police force will contin- 
ue to work with community 
organizations and mental 
health experts during the op- 
eration to “approach obsta- 
cles to peace.” 

“We know that enforce- 
ment alone will not prevent 
violence from occurring in 
our city,’ Taylor said. “But 
those who robbed our citi- 
zens of their futures must be 
held accountable.”

the Lord, he believed in 
humanity and he believed in 
America.

Acknowledging the obvious, 
he said, “Listen, John and I had 
our disagreements, of course,” 
and then added: “but in the 
America John Lewis fought for 
and the America I believe in, 
differences of opinion are inev- 
itable elements and evidence of 
democracy in action.” 

Obviously, too, that is not a 
given anymore in the America 
we all live in. Differences of 
opinion and online culture, for 
one, don’t mix well. 

But when President Bush talk- 
ed about sacrifice, service and 
the call to love, I couldn’t help 
but think of Rebecca Kiessling. 
She’s an adoptive mother whose 


heart was torn out of her chest 
this summer, when her two sons 
died. Kiessling had to make the 
call to the boys’ birth mother 

to let her know 


the terrible news.

drug addiction 
and some of the 
behaviors that 
addiction can 
exacerbate. 
Adoption is a 
miracle. It is just 
about the ultimate 
in love, sacrifice and service, at 
just about any angle you look at 
it, not least from the perspective 
of the birth mother. We should 
not talk about these women as if 
they have walked away from a 
responsibility or given up some- 
thing as if it were a bad habit. 
These women love their children 
so much that they give them a 
better life. They carry them and 
give birth to them, and their 
very bodies, their whole exis- 
tence, will never be the same 
again — even as they will not be 
the ones to console and counsel 
those beautiful children. 
Adoptive families reflect the 
gratuitous love God has for us. 
Their hearts are stretched to 
love beyond what is naturally, 
obviously theirs, their responsi- 
bility. Whether a child came to 
you through biology or adop- 
tion, every ounce of your love is 
required, and it may not always 
be enough. All parents who 
truly love are heroic. As a father 
friend of mine recently put it: 
“You can only do so much, but 
you still do all you can. You

can’t give up on your children, 
but you can’t make it all better.” 

Eighteen-year-old Kyler and 
20-year-old Caleb Kiessling 
were not given up on — not by 
their birth mother, not by their 
adoptive family. But sometimes 
we are strangled by the miseries 
of this world, as evil has its way 
with us. 

George W. Bush used to talk 
about compassionate conserva- 
tism. That phrase must sound 
like an exotic fantasy to some, 
considering the political rhetoric 
of the times. Compassion in- 
volves something much beyond 
mere niceties. In truth, it comes 
from the depths of our being. 
We respond to the cries of the 
heart, of the struggling, of the 
casualities of evil in the world. 
We are called to do so with 
some trembling even, recogniz- 
ing the spark of the divine in 
everyone — especially the most 
vulnerable. (The Good Book 
says something about widows 
and orphans, after all.) 

Kyler and Caleb’s birth mother 
and adoptive parents loved 
greatly, in the most sacred ways. 
That’s what George W. Bush 
was talking about, writ large. 
The mission is love. The rest is 
a distraction. Even during a pan- 
demic in a presidential election 
year. Maybe especially, in fact.

Democrats face faith 
questions that will not go away 


t didn’t matter where Pete 
Buttigieg traveled in Iowa for 
the early Democratic Party prima- 
ries — voters kept asking similar 

questions. 

Yes, they asked about his status 
as the first openly gay major-party 
candidate to seek the presidency. 
But they also wanted to know 
how his faith journey into the 
Episcopal Church affected his life 
and his take on politics. 

“Those who are on my side 
of the aisle, those who view 
themselves as more progressive, 
are sometimes allergic to talking 
about faith in a way that I’m 
afraid has made it feel as if God 
really did have one political par- 
ty,’ said Buttigieg, addressing a 
webinar for clergy and laypeople 
in his denomination’s House of 
Deputies. 

“It was very important to me to 
assert otherwise, but also to talk 
about the political implications 
of the commandments to concern 
ourselves with the well-being of 
the most marginalized and the 
most vulnerable and the idea that 
salvation has to do with standing 
with and for those who are cast 
out in society. ... That energy 
carried the campaign in ways that 
I never would have guessed.” 

However, highly motivated 
religious believers are, of course, 
often divided by conflicts about 
doctrine that then spill over into 
politics. 

Buttigieg waded into one such 
controversy during the campaign 
when candidate Beto O’ Rourke 
said congregations and religious 
institutions that reject same-sex 
marriage should lose their tax-ex- 
empt status. 

“If we want to talk about 
anti-discrimination law for a 
school or an organization, abso- 
lutely. They should not be able 


to discriminate,” said Buttigieg, 
on CNN’s “State of the Union” 
broadcast. “But going after the tax 
exemption of churches, Islamic 
centers or other religious facilities 
in this country, I think that’s just 
going to deepen

hot-button issues. 
Former Vice Pres- 
ident Joe Biden, 
during his fight 
over the “soul of 
the nation” with 
President Donald Trump, is sure 
to hear questions about his Cath- 
olic faith and his evolving beliefs 
on moral and political issues. 

Biden backed the Religious 
Freedom Restoration Act in 1993 
and the Defense of Marriage Act 
in 1996. His views changed while 
serving with President Barack 
Obama. 

A key moment came in 2016, 
when Biden performed a same- 
sex marriage rite. At that point, 
three prominent bishops — includ- 
ing the president of the United 
States Conference of Catholic 
Bishops — posted a message 
online stating that this act would 
cause confusion about Catholic 
doctrines on marriage and the 
“corresponding moral obligations 
of Catholics. What we see is a 
counter witness, instead of a faith- 
ful one founded in the truth.” 

Catholic voters who are active 
in church life, to one degree or 
another, are often pivotal swing 
voters in American elections. 
Trump’s success with Catholics 
was crucial in 2016, especially in 
Rust Belt states. 

However, strategists now have 
to recognize the clout of a very 


different group of Americans — 
the rapidly growing number of 
religiously unaffiliated voters. 
Combined with atheists and 
agnostics, these “nones” have 
become the Democratic Party’s 
largest religion-linked group. 

The Biden team is hiring spe- 
cialists to work with a variety of 
faith groups — even evangelical 
Protestants. But that is not enough 
in 2020. 

“It’s always good when can- 
didates reach out to religious 
groups,” noted political scientist 
Ryan P. Burge of Eastern Illinois 
University, co-founder of the 
Religion in Public website. “But 
if I had Biden’s ear, I would say 
that he needs to find a way to 
reach out to ‘nothing in particu- 
lars.’ They are 20 percent of the 
population, aren’t super motivated 
to vote and have trended away” 
from Democrats since 2008. 

The bottom line, said Buttigieg, 
is that political leaders cannot 
ignore the fact that religious faith 
affects how millions of Americans 
approach pivotal issues in Ameri- 
can life — from race to health care, 
from climate change to economic 
justice. This remains true, he said, 
even though this is “no longer a 
time in which religious institu- 
tions hold a monopoly on trust 
and truth. I believe that to be a 
good thing.” 

Yet somehow, Americans must 
regain some shared sense of “trust 
amongst people — in one anoth- 
er, not just in our institutions,” 
he explained. “If no one has the 
authority or credibility of being a 
trusted source, then, perversely, 
people will trust some of the most 
untrustworthy places and things.”

Alaska churches defy emergency size limits 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — 
Some churches in Alaska’s larg- 
est city have recently defied the 
emergency order limiting the size 
of gatherings in an effort to slow 
the spread of the coronavirus. 

The Anchorage health order 
prohibits indoor gatherings of 
more than 15 people in public, in- 
cluding religious services, Alaska 
Public Media reported Thursday. 

Anchorage Baptist Temple, 
one of the municipality’s largest 
churches, held in-person services 
Sunday, about a week after the 
emergency order took effect. 

The exact number of attendees 
was unclear, but a video showed 
more than 15 people at the ser- 
vice in the church that normally 


has a congregation of up to 2,000. 
Most of the participants appeared 
to maintain social distancing of 6 
feet (1.83 meters). 

Pastor Ron Hoffman addressed 
the issue in his Sunday sermon, 
which was posted on social me- 
dia. 

“When our civil authority says 
something, we find ourselves in a 
quandary,’ Hoffman said. “But we 
must always obey God. We cannot 
stop sharing the gospel. We will 
not stop worshiping God. We will 
not stop being the church.” 

While congregants are normal- 
ly called to obey civil authority, 
they should not obey authority 
conflicting with God’s teachings, 
Hoffman said. 


Church officials did not respond 
to requests for comment. 

A handful of other churches in- 
dicated they are not complying 
with the measure, although there 
were not clear figures of how 
many people attended any of the 
services. 

“We have chosen to obey God’s 
laws and assemble on Sabbath as 
the Scriptures tell us to do,’ Art 
Mathias of Wellspring Ministries 
in Anchorage said in a statement, 
which did not provide details of 
the services. 

King’s Chapel in Eagle River 
posted videos on social media 
showing services with crowds 
exceeding the size allowed by the 
emergency order.
